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American Trampas. Parker (KTM) 
dropped from first to second in the 
World Championship 500cc Motocross 
Series points chase after having a disap- 
pointing day at the Belgian GP at 
Namur, August 6. Parker scored just 11 
points on the day while title rival Joel 
Smets (Hbg) went 3-1 and pulled out to 
a 20-point lead over the Louisianan, 
276-256, with just two rounds left in the 
series. The event's overall winner was 
Belgian Johan Boonen (Hus) who post- 
ed 1-2 moto finishes - it was Boonen's 
first win of the season. Smets ended up 
second overall, while New Zealand's 
Darryll King (Kaw) and Belgium's 
Jacky Martens (Hus) and Ronny 
Weustenraed (KTM) rounded out the 
top five. 


The World Championship 250cc 
Motocross Series has developed into a 
two-man struggle to the finish between 
Belgian Stefan Everts (Kaw) and fellow 
countryman Marnicq Bervoets (Suz). 
At the 250cc MX GP in Passau, Ger- 
many, August 6, Bervoets moved into 
title contention after winning both 
motos and closing the gap on series 
leader Everts, who went 2-2 on the day. 
With two rounds left in the series, 
Everts leads Bervoets by 18 points, 370- 
352. Third overall went to Italian 
Andrea Bartolini (Yam) who recorded 
6-3 moto finishes. Fourth and fifth over- 
all went to Great Britain's Kurt Nicoll 
(Hon) and Holland's Pedro Tragter 
(Suz). American Tallon Vohland (Kaw) 
was unable to qualify for the German 
GP because of a shoulder injury that he 
sustained two weeks ago at the prior 
GP in Poland. The Californian currently 
holds down fourth - right behind Nicoll 
- in the series standings, 84 points off 
Everts' pace. 


Defending All Japan National MX 
Champion Ronnie Tichenor (Suz) 
scored the overall win at round 12 of 
the All Japan National MX Champi- 
onship Series, held August 6 at Seto 
Bridge Park in Kagawa, Japan. Tichenor 
swept both motos aboard his factory 
Suzuki, edging out current series point 
leader and championship favorite Jeff 
Matiasevich (Kaw) in both outings. 
Matiasevich's Japanese factory team- 
mate, Masanori Enomoto (Kaw) was 
third in both motos. With three rounds 
remaining, Matiasevich leads with 270 
points. Enomoto is second with 197. 


The All-Star Invitational Hillclimb 
scheduled for August 6 in Jefferson, 
Pennsylvania, was rained out. The club 
is currently negotiating for a resched- 
uled date - possibly October 15. 


Two-time National Hillclimb Champion 
Carl Milton Wickstrand Jr., of Port- 
land, Connecticut, died at home Satur- 
day, August 5, after having been diag- 
nosed with an inoperable brain tumor 
two weeks ago.

“Our inquiry board has determined that individ- 
uals who allegedly were a part of such rider action 
made statements that were consistent with safety 
concerns. The safety of our professional riders will 


always be of paramount importance, and as a result, 


no action will be taken. 


"However, new rules will be implemented that deal strictly with any future rider 
action, as such actions are taken very seriously by the sanctioning body, and are not in 
the best interest of the sport. Any riders or other AMA members implicated in such 
actions will be dealt with severely, and could be expelled from professional racing. 

"Throughout the investigation, our inquiry board listened deeply to the concerns of 
our riders, and it became aware of other complex problems facing the AMA's rider 
community. It is AMA Pro Racing's responsibility to enhance opportunities for riders, 
in order to further and better their careers in a safe racing environment. 

“It’s the AMA's intent to exert leadership regarding these matters to resolve the 


issues that currently exist."

The experimental two-stroke Honda 
EXP-2 off-road racer that finished fifth 
in the Granada-Dakar '95 rally will be 
raced in the Nevada Rally on August 
12-20. Scheduled to ride is Baja veteran 
and American Honda senior product 
evaluator, Bruce Ogilvie. He'll be com- 
ing out of racing semi-retirement to ride 
the bike and help Honda R&D engi- 
neers learn more about the machine. 
The EXP-2 features an activated radical 
combustion, single-cylinder, 402cc 
engine that uses self-ignited combus- 
tion at light engine loads to improve on 
the irregular combustion of convention- 
al two-stroke engines. Current objec- 
tives are improved fuel economy and 
drivability, with a reduction in exhaust 
emissions as a longer-term goal. The 
project is in the experimental stages, 
and there are no plans for a production 
machine at this time. 


According to reports from Europe, road 
racer Alberto Puig is beginning to fare 
better following the severe leg injuries 
he suffered during his qualifying crash 
for the 500cc French Grand Prix on July 
8. Puig has undergone several opera- 
tions, most notably to repair nerve 
damage to his lower left leg and to 
remove blood clots. The Spaniard is out 
for the season but recently said he 








would return for next year's 500cc 
World Championship. 


According to Australian Motorcycle 
News (AMCN), Australian World 
Superbike promoter Phillip Island 
Motor Sports (PIMS) is extremely upset 
that the 1996 Australian Grand Prix is 
likely to be held only two weeks apart 
from the World Superbike race. Pend- 
ing Dorna and IRTA's approval, the 
Australian Grand Prix will be moved to 
October 10-13 - just two weeks before 
the traditional Phillip Island round of 
the World Superbike Series. Interna- 
tional Management Group (IMG) Aus- 
tralian GP director Gary Craft said: "We 
requested the change because there is a 
lot of heavy event traffic around March 
with the IndyCars and the inaugural 
Melbourne F1 Grand Prix. We haven't 
heard back from IRTA or Dorna but we 
expect the date to be confirmed in the 
next couple of weeks." In response to 
the news of the date change, PIMS cir- 
cuit manager Fergus Cameron told 
AMCN: "We are concerned about the 
date clash - in a country the size of Aus- 
tralia it makes no sense at all and won't 
do the GP or our event any favors. The 
Superbikes have traditionally taken 
place towards the end of the season and 
we are taking steps to ensure that the 
event is not undermined for the sake of 
a one-off date change." 


Eastern Creek, the site of the Australian 


Grand Prix, is currently undergoing a 
facelift. The track had 40mm of its sur- 
face removed with the track getting a 
complete resurface job. In addition, 
smooth curbing will replace the rippled 
concrete used at the Creek in the past 
and the wall in Turn Eight will be 
pushed back. Estimated cost of the 
upgrade is roughly $1 million.

tor, who had assured him that starting 
lights would be used. But the lights 
didn't seem to work and only a few sec- 
onds before things actually got under 
way that guy started to wave the Union 
Jack. I missed the start completely and 
as it was pretty crowded up front, with 
a lot of fairings banging, it took a while 
before things cleared up and I got a shot 
at the leading men. The bike setup gave 
us some problems because of the 
bumps." 

Gobert was somewhat disappointed 
after having second place on the last lap. 
"Yesterday, I was wondering if it would 


be wise to race in these conditions," he 
said. "Once the race got underway, my 
foot hurt a lot, but I managed to put my 
problems out of my mind and go for it. 
Everything went well, but I noticed 
Troy (Corser) only some five laps before 
the end. I couldn't keep him behind me 
in the closing stages." : 

Edwards secured fifth with Slight 
taking ninth, again struggling with han- 
dling problems. “Catching up with peo- 
ple is OK,” Slight said. “But getting past 
them is a problem. To get in front, you 
have to outbrake them, which is impos- 
sible in my case. So I tried to ride a 
steady race. On the last laps, things got 
quite hectic, and when (Fabrizio) 
Pirovano tried to outbrake everybody, I 
almost got off the track." 

Simon Crafar finished 10th, after 
having overcome a bad start and strug- 
gling with too soft a tire that “went off 
too fast."

In the second heat, Gobert was once 
again one of the few men able to chal- 
lenge the World Champion. The Aus- 
tralian Kawasaki rider stayed ahead of 
Fogarty for about half a lap. After that, 
Fogarty once again took over. This time, 


however, the gap between the red 
Ducati and a following group consisting 
of Kawasaki riders Gobert and Reynolds 
and the Yamaha duo of Nagai and 
Edwards didn't grow as easily as Fogar- 
ty may have wanted - partly because of 
some handling problems with the num- 
ber-one Ducati. 

"The front caused me some prob- 
lems," Fogarty said later. "But these 
were only minor. The only scare I had 
was on the last lap, when I started to 
wave to the crowd, and at one moment 
was pretty surprised to see Colin 
(Edwards) and his mates getting really 
close behind." 

For a long while, the green machines 
seemed to be in control in the battle for 
second, but things changed dramatically 
when Edwards and Nagai put on a final 
charge that moved them past the 
Kawasakis. 

Edwards notched a career-best sec- 
ond place, and Nagai came-home third. 

"Finally everything came together," 
the happy Texan said. "The bike had 
been working very well in the first heat, 
so I only changed one click on the 
rebound setting. The first few laps I 
gave myself some time to get comfort- 
able in that leading group.

Fogarty set the pace right from the get-go 
and he stayed there, smashing the official lap 
record in the process. During the second quali- 
fying session, Fogarty had to make do with his 
second bike, due to the fact that his best bike 
was misfiring. . 
The second-quickest time went - very sur- 
prisingly - to local boy John Reynolds, who undercut the second-best lap time of 
Yasutomo Nagai in the final two minutes of the last qualifying session. Troy Corser 


set the fourth-fastest time on a race tire, after the Michelin qualifying tires didn't 


produce the lap times the Australian was looking for. 

The second row was formed by Steve Hislop, Anthony Gobert, Fabrizio Pirovano 
and Colin Edwards II. Both Gobert and Edwards had rough times on Friday and 
Saturday, with the Australian Kawasaki rider high-siding heavily on Friday, leaving 
him with a severely bruised left ankle. 

"I hadn't expected this qualifying time," Gobert said. "Shifting is especially a 
problem. I will surely need some pain-killing injections before I get to the starting 
grid tomorrow.” 

Edwards was fairly happy with his qualifying position, considering the circum- 
stances. “At the end of the last qualifying session, l'd come in the pit to put qualify- 
ing tires on and try to go around even faster. But the tire guys told me that the last 
one of my ifying tires (the Yamaha riders use two every race weekend) had 
been found damaged in the back of the Dunlop truck. That was pretty disappoint- 
ing, but still I shouldn't complain about the way turned out."

On the second last lap into 
the paddock, I braked early and Gobert 
outbraked me and then Nagai went past 
us both and pushed Gobert wide. Lucki- 
ly, I had better exit speed and I went 
inside of them both. With one more lap 
to go, I felt confident that I could stay in 
front of both of them." 

His confidence showed on the moni- 
tor. The Texan had clocked the fastest 
lap of the race. Things went a little sour 
for his teammate, however, as Reynolds 
filed a protest against Nagai for passing 
under a yellow flag. 

The Yamaha attack forced Gobert 
back to fifth, just behind Reynolds. 

“My foot was hurting really bad," 
Gobert explained. “And I really had to 
convince myself to go all the way. The 








Yamahas had much better acceleration. 
That, in combination with our tradition- 
al handling problems, didn't make life 
any easier for me. On the last lap, the 
Yamahas steamrolled past us exiting the 
corners." 

Corser finished sixth: "In the first 
heat, front-end patter had slowed me 
down in a few corners," he explained. 
“So my mechanics put a harder spring 
for the second race, to resolve that prob- 
lem. But it turned out to be worse. 
What's more, at the end of the first race, 
the engine started to slow down and I 
had to push it very hard in the last few 
laps. For the second heat, we opted for 
the second engine, which we often do 
and which has never given us any prob- 
lems. Unfortunately, this engine has 
done more mileage than average and 
started to lose power. It all didn't help 
me very much during the race - exiting 
the corners, the chatter problems made 
it hard to accelerate. In short, I lost some 
precious points here. I'll have to concen- 
trate on keeping my second position in 
the championship for the last couple of 
races." Slight finished eighth. "The bike 
was better in this race," he said. "But,

unfortunately, I had a bad start. (Pier- 
Francesco) Chili and me were coming 
back to the front guys, but burned our 
rubber doing so. Chili crashed because 
of that, which made me decide to back 
off a little and stay on board for the last 
laps." 

Crafar enjoyed the second race, hav- 
ing a scrap with Slight and Steve Hislop. 
“At the end of the race, my engine lost 
power," Crafar said. 

The results only became official some 
four hours after the finish, and Nagai 
was given a one-second penalty - a deci- 
sion which dropped him from third to 
fourth, in favor of Reynolds. The Japan- 
ese rider accepted the international 
jury's decision. Yamaha team coordina- 
tor Davide Brivio, however, was not too 
happy with the result. 

"It's a decision that does not make 











sense," the likable Italian said. "Nagai 
did not pass intentionally. He was in a 
position on the inside of the track when 
he saw the flag and he could not do any- 
thing to avoid passing. The film showed 
clearly that he waved an apology after- 
wards. I just hope that (Nagai) will be 
angry enough to show everybody what 
he is made of in Sugo within a couple of 
weeks." 

Pier-Francesco Chili was the only top 
runner not making it to the finish; the 
Italian crashed out. €N

ccording to Chris Carr's 
A detractors, this was going to 

be the year that the factory 
Harley-Davidson rider, and winner of 
nine Peoria National TTs - including the 
last eight straight, was going to go 
down. 

And why not? After all, Carr has 
spent the majority of his time contesting 
the AMA Superbike Series this year, and 
thus has not followed the entire AMA 
Grand National Series. Nor did he com- 
pete in the Peoria TT “warmup race," 
the AMA 600cc National held at the 
fabled clubgrounds on June 11. So it 
would not be entirely unreasonable to 
assume that the 28-year-old Valley 
Springs, California, resident could be 
just rusty enough to let victory number 
nine slip through his fingers and into 
those of one of the several 600cc and/or 


TT specialists who invade this particular 
Grand National event each year in an 
attempt to strip the "Prince of Peoria" of 
his crown. This could be that year, the 
pundits thought. But when it was all 
over, Carr had a response for them: 

Think again. 

That was the message that Carr sent 
loud and clear to the estimated 15,000 
spectators who lined the historic racing 
facility on Cameron Lane as well as 
countless television viewers in homes 
across the country when he stormed to 
convincing wins in both the 25-lap 
Grand National main event - round 13 
of the 24-race series - and the 25-lap 
AMA Grand National Invitational tele- 
cast live by CBS Sports. Through two 
10-lap heats and both main events, Carr 
remained undefeated, once again allevi- 
ating the incredible pressure that his 
royal moniker bears with it. 

"The pressure's off for another 51 
weeks," Carr said. "I've won 16 major 
races here now. This place is gonna go 


absolutely nuts the day that I get beat 
here. I want to put that off as long as 
possible." 

According to Carr, the ninth was as 
good as the first, and it was probably 
earned the same way. The Harley- 
Davidson Inc./Arai/Hap Jones/ 
Alpinestars/Motion Pro/White Broth- 
ers-sponsored former Grand National 
Champion got an excellent start from 
his position on the front row, and then 
followed Bartels' Harley-Davidson's 
Ben Bostrom for three laps before mak- 
ing a pass for the lead off turn two and 
then flat motoring away from the field 
to finish some seven seconds ahead of 
the second-placed rider. 

That rider was none other than Carr's 
factory teammate and defending series 
champion Scott Parker, one of the men 
tabbed as the rider most likely to take 
the win without a last name that rhymes 
with "star." The Harley-Davidson 
Inc./Bell/HOG/Yeti/D's/Reed Randle 
Ford/ AFAM-backed Parker prepared 


for the TT by winning the AMA 600cc 
National held at Peoria, June 11, and it 
showed, as he ran right with Carr - at 
least according to the lap charts - all day 
long. But the much anticipated show- 
down between the two rivals failed to 
materialize as Parker got a terrible start 
from the second row and then had to 
fight his way through the pack on his 
way to the front. Parker ran as low as 
eighth before slicing through the pack 
with the skill of a surgeon, taking sec- 
ond place away from Andy Tresser on 
lap 17. Unfortunately for Parker, Carr 
was all but gone by then, and the two 
teammates circulated the track about a 
straightaway apart, neither giving or 
gaining an inch. 

“I get second or third it seems like 
every year," Parker said. "It sucks, but 
you got to take the good with the bad. I 
was going as well as anybody. I’ve just 
got to get off (the start) with Chris. I just 
can't give him that much advantage. 
He's too fast."

Former Harley-Davidson factory 
rider Kevin Atherton came home a lone- 
ly and rather uneventful third, dicing 
with King, Tresser and Bostrom broth- 
ers Ben and Eric before yanking the 
throttle and clearing the traffic on about 
lap 19. The podium finish marked a 
small measure of revenge for the 
TCR/Ben Ford Jr./Supertrapp/ Motion 
Pro/Silkolene/ AFAM/MSR/Pro 
Plates/EBC/ Arai-supported rider, who 
was "gypped" out of the TV race after 
his chain derailed on the third lap. 

"I was really bummed about that TV 
deal," Atherton said. "And I don't know 
if it helped me not to run those last 25 
laps or not. The two guys who did beat 
me ran the TV race. I wasn't going over 
the jump very well today. My suspen- 
Sion wasn't working over the jump, but 
it was working everywhere else, and 
that's where you win or lose - every- 
where else. The jump is just for show." 

Atherton was pursued almost mirac- 
ulously across the finish line by Circle 
Bell/Motion Pro/HMP /Sudco/ Arai / 
Fox Mike Taylor/ Aupperle & Sons/Bob 
Wirth Racing-backed Andy Tresser. The 
fact that Tresser, a former two-time 
AMA Western Regional Champion, fin- 
ished a creditable fourth is not in itself 
miraculous until you consider that the 
Redwood City, Californian did so after 
being released from intensive care on 
Thursday. He had checked himself in on 
Tuesday with an apparent viral infec- 
tion. As if that weren't enough, Tresser 
had also taken part in the Grand Nation- 
al Invitational earlier, where he had 
taken another fourth. 

"I m exhausted," the 30-year-old 
Tresser said. "Arm-pump city. That was 
too many laps around Peoria for today. 
It was the typical annual gunfight." 

Washington TT maestro and Grand 
National campaigner Joe Kopp brought 
his Lopko Racing/Denny Lopp/Dave 
Manko/ Arai/Thor/Motion Pro/WFO/ 
Plunkett’s Supply/Alpine-backed 
Wood-Rotax home fifth. Kopp, too, 
appeared to be one of the riders who 
could threaten Carr in the Grand 
National after he had led most of the TV 
race. But Kopp also began the main 
event with a less-than-stellar run to the 
first turn, and was forced to follow 
Parker and Atherton through the mid- 
pack Bostrom-King battle in the middle 
portion of the race before pulling clear 
and locking horns with Tresser from lap 
19 to starter Steve Faraci's checkered 
flag. 

Carr's victory at Peoria marked his 
33rd career Grand National win, mov- 
ing him into a tie with retired three-time 
Grand National Champion Bubba 
Shobert for fourth on the all-time 
National win list. But his 1988 race 
record of 10 minutes, 58.387 seconds still 
stands, as the Prince completed his 
dominion today in 11 minutes, 39.940 
seconds on the grooved and dry-slick 
but fast Peoria surface. 

"But that came when the track was 
smooth, not a ripple on it," Carr said. “I 
don't think that record will ever be bro- 
ken." 











HEATS 


By the time the first 10-lap qualifying 
heat was rolled onto the track, the 
course had already been subjected to the 
abuse of over 84 laps of racing from 10 
four-lap scratch heats as well as the 
entire Invitational TV program (see 
Grand National Invitational). In all, 59 
riders attempted to qualify for 48 spots 
in the Grand National program. 

USC Racing’s Terry Poovey was the 
first rider off the line in heat one, and 
the Texan appeared to be fast both in the 
turns and on the straightaways. But 
Poovey held back the reins on his Rotax 
over the jump, and that proved to be his 
undoing. Poovey and Kopp seesawed 
back and forth briefly before Kopp liter- 
ally flew into the lead over the jump and 
came down to lead from lap three to the 
finish. 

“I got a real bad start and got real out 
of shape in turn one, but then I started 
catching them over the jump," Kopp 
said. "The track is starting to dry out a 
lot. I’m going to soften up my suspen- 
sion a bit and try to stay on the groove. 
My first goal was to get on the front 
row." 

Poovey also eventually gave way to a 
three-rider battle between Team Undo 
rider Brett Landes, Eaken Racing's Larry 
Pegram and Spectro-Moroney's H-D 
rider Georgie Price IV. Landes got the 
nod for second to take a direct transfer 
to the main event. 

“I think Terry was holding Georgie 
up a bit," Landes said. "Georgie tried to 
get by Terry and I got by both of them. I 
was just in the right place at the right 
time." 

Whatever “rust” Carr might have 
had was quickly polished off in the first 
two laps of the second heat. Carr took 
the lead from the get-go and built a two- 
second lead on Modesto H-D-backed 








Matt Wait and Bartels' rider Ben 
Bostrom, the latter being one of the rid- 
ers touted as a threat to Carr's Peoría 
throne. But certainly not in this heat race 
as Carr took the win by more than a 
straightaway. Bostrom broke free of 
Wait for second. 

“T just got a good start, got out front 
and cruised," Carr said. "We've been 
playing around with different rim 
widths. We'll be all right." 

Bostrom admitted to having more 
work to do. 

“We had some real bad brake prob- 
lems,” Bostrom, another dirt tracker- 
turned-road racer, said. “I pulled these 
brakes right off my Honda CBR600F2. 
We're getting it dialed, and we will have 
it working for the main event. He (Carr) 
is really flying, but I think we stand a 
good chance of running with him. We 
got to finish on the podium.” 

Tresser stepped up and claimed the 
win in heat three after visiting the 
ground in turn one on the opening lap 
and causing a red flag. Parker had been 
leading at the time and appeared to be 
in prime position for a direct transfer. 
Unfortunately for Parker, he wheelied 
off the line on the restart and was mud- 
dled in midpack, while Tresser pulled 
into the lead over a three-rider battle 
among Don Estep, Loral Lake Racing’s 
Ronnie Jones and Bartels’-sponsored 
Eric Bostrom. Things would get worse 
for Parker on lap five as he got back into 
the fight only to tangle with Estep in 
turn one on lap five and hit the dirt in 
turn two. Parker appeared to be all right 
and the race continued until Estep also 
went down hard in turn one on lap six, 
causing the red flag to come out this 
time. Parker attempted to restart the 
race, but when AMA officials ruled him 
one lap down, he returned to the pits, 
opting to wait for the semi rather than 
complete the heat race. 





"I was going to finish last either 
way," Parker said. 

On the restart, Tresser and Jones led 
the way to checkered flag. 

"I lost my concentration on that 
restart," Tresser said. "I knew I was 
being pressured, but I just tried to ride a 
smooth race." ; 

After his disappointing result at his 
hometown race, the Oklahoma City Half 
Mile held one week prior, Jones’ runner- 
up finish provided a fresh start at a 
rather unlikely venue for him. 

"It may seem like it to everyone else, 
but for me this isn't unexpected," Jones 
said. "It's a tough place, and you just 
have to go for it. Hopefully, these good 
results will turn into more good results. 
We need that." 

Atherton styled his TCR Wood-Rotax 
to win the final heat with a rather 
uneventful wire-to-wire romp while 
King dis; with an insurgent Ken- 
ten Longcor to take the final direct ticket 
to the main. 

"That heat race went well," Atherton 
said. “I got out front early and just kind 
of relaxed and rode my own pace. 
That's what we're going to have to do in 
the main event as well, because it's a 
long race. Peoria is tiring." 

"I got hung up in traffic,” King said. 
"Once I got behind Kevin we were pret- 
ty consistent. We could catch him in 
some places and he was faster in others. 
But we've had a pretty long day 
already, and we're just trying to save 
ourselves for the main event. Top five is 
what we're looking for." 


SEMIS 


Pegram got back on track with a fair- 
ly convincing win in the first semi, 
which was restarted after Craig Estelle 
high-sided and unloaded hard in turn 
one. Estelle was uninjured and made the 
restart, and Pegram picked up where he 
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left off. Wait and Deeley Harley-David- 
son's Steve Beattie made it into the show 
with Pegram; 

“We've been having bad luck all 
day,” Pegram said. “We broke a valve 
spring in the scratch heat and jumped 
the line in the regular heat and finished 
fourth. We've been coming from the 
back all day, but we're going fast. Now 
we'll just have to get a good start from 
the second row in the main." 

After being rather quiet to this 
point, Washington TT rider and reign- 
ing AMA 600cc National Champion 
Mickey Fay led Terry Poovey and Ty 
Howard into the main event via the 
second semi. 

"I was trying to count them up, and 
with practice, I'll have about 116 laps by 
the end of the day," Fay, a former facto- 
ry Honda rider, said. "Just give me a hit 
of oxygen and Tl be right there. I’m 37 
years old, and that's my excuse nowa- 
days." 

Parker regained his composure to 
take the win in the last semi after clash- 
ing with Eric Bostrom, who finished sec- 
ond over Price. 

"I'm never real impressive at Peoria," 
Parker said. “But I’ve already passed a 
lot of people today. 

"They say that I can't TT," Parker 
joked dryly. “I can TT, but I can't beat 
Chris at Peoria.” 


GRAND NATIONAL INVITATIONAL 


Lights, camera, and plenty of action 
could be seen when CBS Sports went on 
the air nationwide with the AMA Grand 
National Invitational, a one-hour live 
program that featured two separate 10- 
lap heats as well as a separate, non- 
points-paying main event. CBS 
announcers Ken Squier, Ralph Shaheen 
and Larry Maiers delivered the com- 
mentary as 17 riders took to the track for 
a $20,000 main event. 

There was drama right from the

beginning as both Carr and Parker 
jumped the start of the race and were 
sent to the penalty line, giving another 
favorite, Kopp, a clear advantage. 

But while Kopp did in fact take the 
early lead, Carr supplied the fireworks 
during the race by coming from several 
seconds down, putting on a Jeremy 
McGrath-like charge through the pack 
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with Parker in tow before catching 
Kopp on lap 17. Parker then displaced 
Kopp and ran away in the final eight 
laps for a convincing win. Kopp held on 
for second at the line while Parker filled 
out the podium in third. 

“That was great,” Carr said. “We 
were able to show what we could do on 
National television." 


Initial feedback from sources who 
viewed the program on television indi- 
cated that the program was well- 
received. 


GRAND NATIONAL 


Ben Bostrom grabbed the initial lead 
when the 17-rider final shot off the line, 
but Carr had cexjainly gotten off to a 
good enough start from his position on 
the pole as he trailed both Ben Bostrom 
and King, looking very much like a cat 
playing with a pair of mice before 
devouring them. King was the first to 
get swallowed. Ben Bostrom then 
appeared to be having trouble getting 
through turns one and two, and that 
was exactly where Carr made a pass for 
the lead as the duo came off the second 
corner on lap three. From there, Carr 
settled in and once again played out that 
familiar Peoria rhythm in his head, 
pulling further and further away on 
each circuit, aboard his Kenny Tolbert- 
tuned XR600. 

“He (Bostrom) made a couple of bob- 
bles and I went right by him," Carr said. 
"You got to bé smooth and race the race- 
track, because the racetrack will hurt 
you more than a racer. After eight years 
you get that rhythm going, and it's 
always the same." 

After Carr began his annual check- 
out, Ben Bostrom then fell victim to 
Tresser, who left the Bostrom brothers 
to settle a family feud. In the meantime, 
Parker and Atherton were on the move 
through the field. 

Parker wasted little time threading 
his way through the King/Bostrom and 


Bostrom/ Tresser feuds, starting his 
weave on lap 11 and sewing it all up by 
lap 15. After that, a look at the lap charts 
showed that Carr was turning laps in 
the low 27- to high 28-second range, and 
Parker was doing the same. The rift nei- 
ther grew nor shrank. Afterward, Carr 
wasn't surprised to hear it. 

“I figured that the guy to beat here 











was Parker," Carr said. "I wanted to put 
as big a lead on the rest of them as I 
could so that I could relax. I was getting 
tired at the end of the National." 

“I think I burned more energy in the 
TV race than in the main event," Parker 
said. "The bike was working better, and 
I didn't have to run as hard." 

Atherton also charged through the 
midpack traffic to pull in some distance 
behind Parker on lap 19. 

^We got a pretty good start, but I 
missed a shift going up to the jump," 
Atherton said. "I don't like to shift it 
until we get to the straightaway. Then I 
just stayed consistent and waited on the 
other guys to have problems or get 
tired. You have to pace yourself here. 
I've gotten a second and a third here 
before, and that's how I did it. It's a long 
race. People get tired." 

With the top three all but set, the best 
race on the track in the closing laps was 
provided by Kopp and Tresser. Kopp 
was hanging in fifth place, and as the 
laps wore on, he decided it was time to 
make a move. But Tresser frustrated all 
of Kopp's efforts right to the checkered 
flag as both riders tired. 

"I ve never had trouble over the 
jump," Kopp said. "But I had a couple 
of bobbles on the landing and I made a 
couple of big-time saves that I didn't 
think I'd make." 

Tresser was happy to collect the 
fourth-place money. 

“We were broke," Tresser said. “I 
had to borrow money to come to this 
race. Now I have enough money to pay 
them back." 

Atherton's third-place finish, some 20 
seconds down, was small consolation 
for the glory that he had hoped for in 
the Invitational. 

"I was really looking forward to 
being a highlight of that, no matter 
where we finished," Atherton said. 
“CBS had given me and Chris radios to 
wear, and all I got to say was ‘bad start,’ 
I got to ‘yahoo’ over the jump a few 
times, and then I got to say that the 
chain fell off." 

If Parker was overly disappointed 
with his own finish when the checkered 
flag fell, he didn't let it show. 

“I think I did more laps than anyone 
today," Parker said. "Peoria's over, and 
I smoked everybody that I had to smoke 
(in the points race)." 

Indeed he did, as Parker increased 
his series points lead to 34, with 155 
points over King, who jumps back into 
second place with 121. 

But it was still Carr's day - just as it 
has been for the past eight years in a 
row - as he crossed the line first, electing 
to forego the usual wheelie celebration. 
The win moved him only three points 
behind King; Carr is now third in the 
points race with 118 - not bad for some- 
one only following the Grand National 
Series part time. But eight Peoria TT 
wins in a row? 

“I know that people are getting tired 
of it,” Carr said. “But that's too bad. The 
other guys are going to have to do 
something about that. Not me. Someday 
I want to look back and see that I accom- 
plished something here." 

That glory is almost certain, for no 
other rider has flat owned a race track 
year after year the way Carr has owned 
Peoria; so dominant has Carr been that 
if he wins number 10 in 1997, the club 
may want to consider handing him the 
deed to the track. But for now, Carr said 
he is just glad to enjoy the sweetness of 
win number nine. And how long will 
that last? 

“I gota race Wednesday night in 
Rapid City (South Dakota Grand 
National Half Mile), so not that long." €N

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MOTOCROSS isto Motocross Series Round 10: Washougal MX Park 


Red again

WASHOUGAL, WA, AUG. 6 
fter two dry weekends, Red 
Riders returned to the top of 
the AMA National Motocross 
standings as the series visited 
the picturesque Washougal Motocross 
Park in the Pacific Northwest. But while 
series point leader and championship 
favorite Jeremy McGrath and his factory 
Honda/1-800-Collect/Fox CR250 were a 
familiar sight at the head of the 250cc 
class, it was a new face who topped the 
charts in the 125cc division. 

Like McGrath, Team Honda of Troy's 
Mike Brown turned in 2-1 moto finishes 
and scored the first 125cc National win 
of his career. Thanks to consistently 
high finishes, the scrappy semi-factory 
rider has been in contention for the '95 
Championship throughout the series, 
but it wasn't until now that he topped 
an event. In winning, Brown moved 
from fourth to second in the series point 
standings, and with two rounds remain- 
ing trails Team Splitfire/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasaki rider Ryan Hughes - second 
at Washougal - by six points. 

"My first National win feels great," 
said the 22-year-old from Tennessee. 
"I've been so close for so long, and now 
I've finally won one. All I want to do is 
win, and I want this title bad." 

Hughes had entered the race tied for 
the series point lead with Team 
Honda/1-800-Collect/Fox rider Steve 
Lamson, but emerged with the lead after 
his Honda-riding rival suffered a fifth- 
overall finish. Lamson crashed on the 
opening lap of the first moto and could 
only muster a 12th-place finish, and then 
came back to finish a close second in 
moto two. In contrast, Hughes' finishes 
were consistent - albeit unspectacular - 
and his 3-4 scores netted him a bit of 
breathing room entering the penultimate 
round of the series. Hughes boasts 377 
points to Brown's 371. Lamson has 370, 
but considering the huge deficit he has 
overcome thus far in the season, is still | 
well within striking distance. 

But what about Team Suzuki's 
Damon Huffman? The fourth title con- 
tender and former series points leader 
had yet another off day and slipped fur- 
ther adrift in the points race. Though the 
two-time Western Regional 125cc Super- 
cross Champion displayed impressive 
speed, he didn't have the luck to match. 
Poor starts and crashes held the quiet 
Californian to fourth- and seventh-place 
finishes for fourth overall. Huffman has 
160, and needs to dig deep in the final 
two rounds if he is to win his first-ever 
125cc National Championship. 

Finishing an overwhelmingly popular 
third overall was hometown hero Jason 
McCormick. The likable Washingtonian 
led the opening laps of the first race 
before dropping to an eventual seventh, 
but pulled out the stops and finished an 
impressive third in the second race to 
secure the best National finish of his 
young career. The highly partisan crowd 
went ballistic as the Honda privateer gra- 
ciously accepted his third-place trophy. 

Kawasaki wonder boy Robbie Rey- 
nard roosted the field in the opening 
race and scored his third moto win in a 
row, but pulled off the track on the first 
lap of the second go-round with a super- 
sore knee. Despite scoring no points in 
the second race, Reynard maintains fifth 
in the point standings with 328. 

“My right knee was popping in and 
out in the first moto," said the fragile 
Reynard. "It came out about four times 
in the first race, and it started doing it 
again in moto two."

In the “premier” 250cc class, 
McGrath scored his fifth win of the 
series after swapping moto wins with 
Team Yamaha's Jeff Emig. The two rid- 
ers were a cut above the rest at Washou- 
gal, and easily outdistanced the pack in 
both motos. Emig was the clear-cut win- 
ner of the opening moto, topping 
McGrath by over 20 seconds, but 
crashed hard early in moto two. While 
McGrath worked his familiar magic out 
front, Emig soldiered on in pain and 
was back in second at the finish. After 
picking his machine up in fifth, the 
multi-time Washougal 125cc National 
winner closed within 10 seconds of 
McGrath at the finish. 

"I've been here five years in a row 
now, and I'd say that it's about time that 
I won,” joked McGrath. “Jeff was flying 
in the first moto, but Skip (Norfolk) 
changed my bike for moto two and it 
was working a lot better. It's too bad 
that Jeff crashed; it would have been a 
hell of a race." 

Because the two riders swapped first- 
and second-place finishes, neither 
gained or lost ground in the series point 
standings. McGrath still enjoys a 33- 
point lead over Emig, 426-393. 

Third overall at Washougal went to 
Team Noleen/Yamaha/Sizzler's Kyle 
Lewis, who turned in consistent 5-4 fin- 
ishes. The former mini star moved into 
sixth in the series point standings, over- 
taking the absent Greg Albertyn, who is 
out for the remainder of the season with 
a broken navicular bone. 

Kawasaki's Mike Kiedrowski had a 
terrible day at Washougal, but main- 
tains third in the series point standings 
with 322. Oddball crashes kept the 
multi-time champion from realizing his 
potential, and his 11-10 moto and 10th- 
overall finishes were hardly up to par. 

Moto two featured a bright spot in 
Damon Bradshaw’s return to racing, as 
the Yamaha teamster finished a solid 
third. Though it was his best result since 
his return, the placing was overshad- 
owed by a crash-marred 17th in the 
opener. “I’m happy to finish third, but I 
want two good motos, not just one," 
said Bradshaw. 

As the series returned to the West 
Coast, racers were glad to take a break 
from the stifling heat and humidity that 
has plagued the Midwest in recent weeks. 
A. cool breeze and constant cloud cover at 
Washougal kept the temperatures in the 
70s throughout the day and kept the con- 
ditions ideal at the well-liked facility. 


250cc NATIONAL 


McGrath snared the holeshot in the 
first 30-minute-plus-two-lap moto and 
led Emig, Kiedrowski, Larry Ward and 
Bradshaw through the first few turns and 
up the big uphill, but succumbed to Emig 
as they flew down the following descent. 

"It was wild," said Emig. "Jeremy 
and I were like side by side, tight as can 
be, for like eight turns. Nobody likes the 
roost here at Washougal; it hurts like 
hell." 

After soaring past McGrath and into 
the lead, Emig was never again chal- 
lenged aboard his Steve Butler-tuned 
YZ250. With each passing lap, Emig 
added to his lead over McGrath, and at 
the finish line enjoyed a 22-second mar- 
gin over the three-time Supercross 
Champion. 








"I've been disappointed in myself 
lately," said Emig. "I haven't been 
charging hard enough lately, but that 
one was good. That's my fifth moto win 
in a row here, and my first on a 250." 

McGrath did all he could to stay with 
Emig, but realized early in the race that 
there was no chance. 

"I don't know what happened," said 
McGrath of his second-place finish. "I 
wasn't tired at all, but he was flying, 
especially in the flat turns. His bike was 
working better. While he was hooking 
up, I was swapping." 

Still, McGrath easily outdistanced the 
remainder of the field, and was well 
ahead of third-placed James Dobb at the 
finish. Dobb started well but was caught 
up in several early race pile-ups and 
dropped well into the back of the pack. 
But the Honda of Troy rider never gave 
up, maintained a torrid pace, and 
methodically worked past his competi- 
tors until the bitter end. Ward was the 
last rider to fall prey to Dobb's incredi- 
ble charge, and gave up third with only 
three laps to go. 

“ kept the same pace all race long,” 





said Dobb, whose ride to the front was 
similar to his impressive charge at Mount 
Morris. "I've had so many injuries this 
season - it's good to finally ride like I am 
capable of. I need some good results like 
this. Hopefully someone will notice." 

Ward ended up fourth, comfortably 
ahead of his teammate Lewis. 

But what about Kiedrowski and 
Bradshaw? After starting well inside the 
top 10, both riders crashed together on 
the opening lap and spent the remain- 
der of the race playing catch-up. 
Kiedrowski clipped a boulder that fell 
onto the track in the upper section of the 
course and went over the bars, and 
Bradshaw struck his downed machine. 

"I hit this huge, huge rock on the 
track," said Kiedrowski, somehow man- 
aging a smile about the incident. "It 
wasn't there on the parade lap, so it 


must have been knocked onto the track - 


by McGrath or Emig. I did a big cart- 
wheel and Bradshaw hit my bike and 
fell too. I was yelling to him, ‘T hit that 
rock, and he was like, ‘I know, I 
know!” 

Moto two looked like it might be a 








carbon copy of the first as McGrath 
holeshot with Emig in tow. This time, 
however, Emig failed to overtake 
McGrath on the first lap and shadowed 
his adversary as they began lap two. 
Emig's chances of the overall win were 
dashed when his front wheel washed 
out in the mud as he landed from a 
peaked jump. Emig crashed hard, and 
looked dazed and confused as he lay on 
the track for several seconds. 

"It pitched me over the bars so God- 
damned fast," said Emig. "I don't even 
know what happened. I slammed my 
jaw into the ground and scraped up my 
back. I lost my bearings for a while." 

Emig picked up his bike in fifth, but 
was back into second before another lap 
was complete: Still, the damage was 
done and McGrath was long gone with 
the moto and overall wins. 

“I knew Jeff crashed," said McGrath. 
“It was a bit of a relief. I knew that I was 
going to have to pick up the pace in the 
second moto if I wanted to beat Jeff, but 
I was up to the task. My bike was work- 
ing a lot better. It would have been a 
good race."

Bradshaw took control of third early 
on and rode a relatively lonely race, 
comfortably ahead of fourth-placed 
Lewis. Former KTM factory rider 
Anthony Amaradio started 15th, but set 
a blistering pace aboard his borrowed 
Honda that carried him to fifth at the 
checkered flag. Once again, Ward gave 
up a position late in the race, this time to 
the hard-charging Amaradio. Dobb 
started poorly, but worked up to sev- 
enth by the race's end. 





125cc NATIONAL 


Mike Craig was the fastest off the 
line in the first moto, but the Honda of 
Troy rider slipped a bit in the first turn 
and was passed by McCormick and 
Eastern Regional 125cc Supercross 
Champion Mickael Pichon. McCormick 
drove the crowd into a frenzy as he led 
the way around bis home track, but 
Pichon drove past and into the lead on 
the first lap. McCormick was impressive 
as he did his best to fend off the flock of

J the beautiful W: MX Park track like the back of his hand, and was the 
 undeniable darling of the 14,500-strong crowd. The likable 20-year-old drew the 
loudest cheers of the weekend as he raced to 7-3 moto finishes aboard his privateer 
Honda and scored the best National finish of his career, edging out several factory 
riders along the way. à 

"E hot the first moto and led for three laps," said McCormick. "I was so 
Stoked out there, but then I started to pump up and make mistakes. I decided to 
chill out and ended up seventh, but that was good for me and I was happy. 

"In moto two, though, the crowd really kept me going, got me moving. All the 
cheering and waving was a big motivator for me to stay up front where I was. I did 
all I could to hold off Lamson, but he was a little too much. I knew Hughes was 
‘coming in the end, but my adrenaline was pumping so much that I didn't even feel 
tired." 


McCormick's dream weekend was a profitable one. In addition to his $680 share 

of the 125cc class purse, McCormick was awarded the $500 Camel 

_Motorsports/Skoal Racing Privateer Award for being the highest-placing privateer 

in the 125cc class. His biggest financial rewards, however, came from the Ore- 

gon/Washington Top Privateer Fund, started by event promotions manager and 
_ track announcer Brian Barnes. 

“I started the fund for the best finishing Ore 
Barnes, who donated $200 himself. “Local deal: 
the entire amount going to the best local guy. I dix 
did, but I was tickled to see what a real cool deal it turneu ... 

Shortly after the second moto, when it was announced that McCormick would be 
the winner of the fund, spectator after spectator rushed to the announcer's tower to 
contribute. In the end, the fund grew to a whopping $3667, all of which was award- 
ed to a very appreciative McCormick. 

“It feels great to know that all my friends and fans helped out," said McCormick. 
"This will really help out with expenses. I have a sponsor, Dewayne Winjum, who 
bought me bikes this year. Both of them were stolen a few weeks ago and he bought 
me another bike just for this race. This is good, maybe now I can help repay him." 

In addition to Winjum, McCormick wished to thank his sponsors: Hillsboro 
Honda/Suzuki/Kawasaki, Bill's Pipes, Nelson's Athletic, Enzo Racing, PowerBar, 
UFO, Bell, Smith, DeVol, Dunlop, Washougal MX Park and his mom and dad.

drop to seventh by the moto's end. 
Craig, Hughes, Reynard, Huffman 
and Brown followed Pichon past 
McCormick, and the seven riders waged 
a heated battle over every position. Rey- 
nard was the smoothest of the bunch, 
and in spite of his troubled knee, was 
able to work into the lead and pull away 
at the finish. Hughes, Brown and Huff- 
man swapped second repeatedly, and in 
the end it was Brown who gained con- 
trol of the spot. Hughes was third with 
Huffman breathing down his jersey, 
while Pichon followed at a distance in 
fifth. Craig was sixth, despite a pair of 
crashes and a big scare in the whoops.

Lamson had a terrible moto, and lost 
several important championship points 
by finishing 12th.

Suzuki support rider Scott Sheak 
snared the holeshot in moto two and led 
the first lap before succumbing to a 
hard-charging Brown. Once into the 
lead, Brown clicked into overdrive and 
pulled away with ease, while Sheak 
fought tooth-and-nail for every position 
he lost. Sheak would finish fifth in the 
moto, sixth overall. 

Reynard and Pichon pulled off on the 
second lap - both with sore knees. Pichon 
had fallen in a tight switchback section 
on the opening lap and injured his right 
knee, while Reynard's pain was from an 
old injury. Huffman was unable to miss 
Pichon's downed bike and crashed back 
to 31st, but made an impressive charge 
back up to seventh at the finish. 

“I was wondering why the two guys 
in front of me veered left and right," 
said Huffman. "I gassed it up through 
the middle of them and then as I crested 
the corner there was Pichon's bike." 

After starting in the top five, Lamson 
began to methodically pick his way 
through the other front-runners, includ- 
ing Sheak, Chad Pederson and Hughes. 
Lamson took over second from 


McCormick on the 13th lap and set his 
sights on Brown, who was cruising out 
front. 

“I started to take it easy because I 
had a big lead,” said Brown. “I didn't 
know that Lamson was going to come 
up so quick. I could've gone faster 
through the whole race if I had known." 

Once into second, Lamson made 
quick work of the seven seconds that 
separated him from and Brown and 
closed to the leader's rear fender within 
two laps. It was not to be, however, as 
Brown held on for the win with only 
inches to spare. McCormick came home 
a popular third, barely fending off. a 
late-race charge from Hughes. 

"The crowd was really cheering for 
me," said an elated McCormick. "They 
kept me going. I knew Hugnes was 
coming fast, but I dug deep for that 
one." eN

ELKHART LAKE, WI, AUG. 6 

t the end of the day, the first-ever 
A stand-alone North American 

superbike race, held on a beauti- 
ful summer day at Road America in 
Elkhart Lake, Wisconsin, was both more 
and less than anticipated - more fans 
and fewer riders - but the streamlined 
and efficient program went off without 
a hitch and there was a promise by the 
series promoters of many more to come. 
Only time will tell whether the Ameri- 
can road racing community can support 
three professional series - the others 
being WERA Formula USA and the 
AMA Superbike Championship - but 
the superbike field was strong and more 
than a few riders earned bigger paydays 
than they ever had before. It is in the 
slimly subscribed support classes where 
there is concern. But that didn't seem to 
matter to the announced crowd of 8,000 
spectators, a number more than double 
what was expected in the absence of any 
substantive prerace publicity and the 
unexpected failure of some of the more 
established superbike riders to show up. 

Despite the glaring non-appearance 
of a number of name riders who had 
been expected to compete, the racing, in 
the majority of the classes, was strong 
and produced a pair of winners in the 
two superbike races. 

Martini Racing's Pablo Real won the 
first race, conserving his engine early, 
fighting his way through the pack, then 
easily pulling away from American Fly- 
ers's Todd Harrington late in the 13-lap, 


52-mile race. The Miamian took over the 
lead with three laps to go and bolted to 
a 7.9-second win. 

“I cannot abuse the engine all race 
long, so I was kind of taking it easy," 
Real said. “I have a lot of experience rac- 
ing the Ducati for many, many years, so 
I kind of take it easy, especially because 
I pay and they last longer that way. I 
could have gone a lot faster too, I just 
wanted to make sure I could last 
because I had less speed on the straight- 
away." 

“I knew he was back there the whole 
time, and he came by me and I kind of 
lost my concentration and wasn't con- 
centrating on what I was doing 
enough," the Kawasaki-mounted Har- 
rington said. "And he pulled out a little 
bit of a lead and there were three wav- 
ing yellows in a row, just about, and we 
got some lappers right away." 

The race for the lead had been a good 
one, with six riders going for it and the 
pack staying tight almost to the end. 
Harrington was second, but he'd been 
passed by Joe Pittman with two laps to 
go and had to fight his way back. In the 
end, Pittman's Zlock Racing teammate, 
Keith Pinkstaff, who had led the first 
lap, wicked it up at the end of the race 
to move up into third. Both were aboard 
Kawasaki ZX-7s. 

“I dropped back for a little while, but 
was able to close back up on them and 
put together some of my fastest laps the 
last couple of laps and get by (Eric) Moe 
and Pittman," Pinkstaff said. 

Pittman was a close fourth, just in 
front of the Kawasaki of RB Engineer-

ing's Eric Moe (Kaw), with similarly 
mounted Andy Deatherage a close sixth. 

Then came Tripp Nobles, the Geor- 
gian racing Bill Zearley's Kawasaki ZX-7 
after Zearley was sidelined with a bro- 
ken left wrist, the product of an accident 
the previous week at Savannah, Geor- 
gia. Nobles crashed the Kawasaki in the 
morning practice, and may have broken 
his right collarbone, but didn't seek 
medical assistance out of fear that he 
wouldn't be able to race. He had to start 
from the back of the pack after the bike 
wouldn't run cleanly before the race, 
and he worked his way up to seventh. It 
was later discovered that, in the haste to 
rebuild the bike after the crash, tape was 
left over the carburetors. "They don't 
run so good without air," said Nobles' 
mechanic, Vic Fasola. Nobles was later 
penalized for coming to the starting line 
late. 

He didn't make that mistake in the 


second race, working his way into the 
lead on the second lap and crossing the 
line first. He didn't lead the entire race, 
however, as Real hounded him for the 
last five laps, taking the lead, then los- 
ing it, before retaking it on the final lap. 
The pair encountered backmarkers in 
the slow, hard-left turn five, and Nobles 
had the better line, snatching the lead 
back and racing to a narrow victory. 

At the end of the 13-lap race, he was 
0.330 seconds in front of Real, the pair 
having left the rest of the 28-rider field 
well behind. 

"Pablo drafted by me heading into 
turn five and we came up on a couple of 
lappers and he had to slow even more 
because he went up under them because 
he was already committed, but it killed 
his drive up the hill,” Nobles said. Real 
added that traffic was "a big problem 
the last two or three laps." 

Pittman came third this time, moving 
up from fifth on the last lap, with 
Pinkstaff fourth and Deatherage falling 
to fifth. Farther back, Harrington battled 
front-brake problems to take sixth, just 
in front of Moe. 

The second was the faster of the two 
races, Nobles averaging 103.243 mph 
while Real averaged 102.760 mph. 

Moe would end the day the undis- 
puted leader in the NASB championship 
point standings. After two race meet-

ings, and four races, Moe leads the 
chase with 99 points, 15 better than 
Pinkstaff and 23 more than Harrington. 


RACE ONE 


The first race began promptly at 
noon on a warm and cloudlit day with 
the Zlock Racing team of Pinkstaff and 
Pittman taking to the front. But by the 
end of the first lap the order had shuf- 
fled and there was a six-rider break- 
away from the 34-rider field. 

The order at the end of the second 
lap was Pinkstaff, Harrington, Real, 
Pittman, Deatherage, and Moe. A lap 
more and Harrington was in the lead 
where he would camp out, though with 
no great comfort, for the next several 
laps. 

"Things were definitely feeling a lit- 
tle bit different, but Pablo was up there 
and a couple of guys who were riding a 
little bit more aggressive than they were 





yesterday," Harrington said. "So I 
decided that I'd take off and let him deal 
with those guys and see if they could 
hold each other up, and I think they did 
a little bit, but Pablo got by them and 
started snaking on me." 
Real was almost immediately 
- camped out on his back fender, drafting 
him up the straights and hanging with 
him in the corners, all the while biding 
his time. It was the 10th lap before he 
took the lead, hard on the brakes into 
turn five. With less than three to run he 
suddenly disappeared as if he'd been 
sandbagging, but he was more worried 
about getting repassed. 

“If any of these guys had been in my 
draft they would have been able to pass 
me, so I tried to avoid that," he said. His 
sudden ascent had been something of a 
surprise since he hadn't been very fast 
in the heat races, but he said that he'd 
been "breaking in the engine and I was 
working the suspension and tires, but I 
was sure that I could be there, maybe 
not winning, but there. So I didn't worry 
about making any lap time to impress 
anybody." 

Harrington said that he made a "cou- 
ple of stupid mistakes and he came by 
me. It broke my concentration." But not 
so much that he would lose second 
place. The bigger problem turned out to 
be the backmarkers and the waving yel- 
lows. 

“I almost hit one of them right away 
because I couldn't get stopped and I 
didn't want to get penalized, so I got 
stuck behind them," Harrington said. 

' “He got away and Pittman got by me on 
the second to the last lap. Then I got by 
him and my last lap was my fastest, I 
think I ran an 18." 

Pinkstaff, Pittman, Moe, and 
Deatherage were just behind Harrington 
and swapping at will. In the final stages 
Moe dropped off and it came down to 
Pinkstaff and Pittman with Pinkstaff 
getting the nod. He said they'd been 
able to stay close because the front-run- 
ners were slowing each other down, 
then it was just a matter of outracing an 
old friend. 

"It wore me out. I’m an old man for 
this kind of stuff,” he said in the win- 
ner's circle. “Joe and I have had a lot of 
battles over the years. We don't mind 
running close to each other." 

Behind Pittman came Moe, and 
Deatherage, just off the pace, then the 
recovered Nobles, who had missed the 
‘warmup lap before having to pit. 

Rick Shaw was Nobles last victim, 
with Jeff Sneyd ninth, and Michael Fitz- 
patrick 10th. Sneyd would later be 
penalized for using carbon-fiber brakes. 


RACE TWO 


The sun was out for the second race, 
as Pittman and Moe ran out front at the 
start with Deatherage, Harrington, and 
Nobles in hot pursuit. Nobles moved up 
to the front on the second lap, the same 
lap in which Real, while running in 
sixth, overshot turn five when his front 
brakes failed. It was a one-time freak 
Occurrence, and he was able to continue. 

Ending the third lap, Nobles had a 
four-second lead and looked to be on 
cruise control. But Real had different 
plans, though they would take some 
time to shape up. 

Halfway in, it was plain that this 
would be a race, not a walkover and on 
lap eight Real was in Nobles shadow. 
On the next lap Real was out front, 
Nobles taking it back on lap 10 on the 
brakes in turn five, and holding it until 
the final lap when Real took over using 
the draft into turn five. But they would 
encounter backmarkers on the way out 
and Nobles saw the advantage and 








pounced. Real came back at him 
through the back section, but Nobles 
had the better line and made the lead 
stick for the win. 

"I was able to get up under him 
going up the hill (out of turn five)," 
Nobles said. "Then we went through 
seven and eight with him right on me. 
Then, coming out of the carousel, he 
was right on me heading to the kink, 
and he went way out to the edge of the 
track and I was able to square it off, 
slow down a little bit and get a better 
drive going down the back straight. His 
bike was a little faster up through the 
gears, I think my bike was geared a little 
high. Once we got running I could draft 
with him so I was just trying to get 
away from him." 

“By the time I got him it was too 
much for the tires," Real said. 

Like the lead battle, the one for third 
came down to the last lap, though it had 
formed up several laps earlier. It was 
about five laps from the end that third 
through fifth lost sixth place, leaving 
Harrington to fend off Moe. Pittman, 
Pinkstaff, and Deatherage were the 
three fighting for the last podium spot, 
Deatherage looking like he'd get away 
with about three laps to go, only to get 
reeled in, then passed with less than two 
laps to go. Pittman had been at the front 
before scaring himself when he lost the 
front wheel in the middle of the carousel 
early in the going. 

"I barely saved it and one guy got 
under me and after that I was tentative 
for a couple of laps," Pittman said. "By 
then I was done fighting for the lead or 
doing anything about that. So I stayed 
where I was, watched it, made sure I 
was in the right place and close enough 
that what happened, happened." 

What happened was that they, too, 
came up on traffic at the end and 
Pittman made the best of it, getting the 
third-place spot. 

“I was in the right place, I kept 
myself right there, because I knew Keith 
was coming and they were trying to mix 
it up with two slower riders in the mid- 
dle of the carousel," Pittman said. 

The trio finished closely together 
about 14 seconds behind the leaders, 
with another 4.5 seconds on Harrington, 
who was struggling with brake prob- 
lems. 

"The big problem was that I couldn't 
get the bike to stop. The lever was right 
back to the bar right from the start," he 
said. "There are so many high-speed, 
hard-braking places here. Every time 
one of those guys would make time on 
me." 

Moe was a close seventh, then a gap 
to Shaw, followed by Fitzpatrick and 
Darrell Clingerman.

Zampach wins 
battle of 
Wisconsin

ELKHART LAKE, WI, AUG. 6 

rom the very start of the Harley- 
F- Twinsports race it was 

the two Wisconsin boys - Scott 
Zampach of West Bend and Billy Graef 
of nearby Sheboygan - who were going 
to decide the outcome. Racing before 
friends and family, the friendly pair 
made a clean break at the very start, 
then raced the entire five-lap, 20-mile 
race as if connected by a rope, both lead- 
ing. But it was Zampach out front when 
it mattered after using a last-lap draft 
pass to win again at Road America. It 
was the same maneuver that Graef had 
used on him in Sunday morning's heat 
race. 

Zampach said he was passed by 
Graef, "on the last lap up the front 
straightaway. So on the last lap there 
were two lead changes. Once going into 
one, and then I had to have complete 
emotional control and reserve not to 
pass him back because he really wanted 
me to pass him back bad, so I main- 
tained all that. And then, out of turn 14, 
I just played the drafting game. But I 
tried that in the heat race and he beat 
me. At that point I led out of 14 so I 
tried to run the last lap as hard as I 
could to try to get away. Obviously, it 
didn't work." 








Third place in the second race was 
disputed between Keith Pinkstaff (49), 
Andy Deatherage (23) and Joe Pittman 
(41). 





This time it did, and the Tilley's H-D 
rider beat Team HMC/Hansen Racing's 
Graef to the line by 0.300 seconds, about 
a bike length. Graef said part of the 
problem was that he'd lost track of what 
lap it was late in the race. 

“I thought I saw the white flag and I 
wasn't sure, and the next lap I did see 
the white flag. So I thought, 'Oh, no, 
now what am I going to do? Now I'm in 
for it.' Scott did it to me the previous 
lap. I went as slowly as I could,” Graef 
said. 

Zampach averaged 88.879 mph in 
winning the inaugural NASB Harley- 
Davidson Twinsports race in 13 min- 
utes, 30.900 seconds. 

About 10 seconds back in third was 
Steven's Racing's Tripp Nobles. The 
Georgian was riding with a collarbone 
injury, possibly a break, suffered in a 
morning practice crash. Throwing the 
big Harley 883 around didn't do him 
any good, but he was able to persevere 
and hang on to a very comfortable third. 

^My shoulder is still pumped up. It 
was tough in the right-handers," Nobles 
said. "I was losing the draft off the bat 
and that didn't help matters. After my 
accident, the way I feel, just to be third 
behind these two guys is an accomplish- 
ment in itself." 

H-D of Theinsville's Pat Lamb fin- 
ished fourth, about 11 seconds back and 
in front of a pack of five riders contest- 
ing fifth. Kersting's Cycle Center's Greg 
Hutcheson ended up beating Illinois H- 
D's Michael Friberg, Donahue Harley- 
Davidson's Roger Hendricks, and Hal's 
H-D's Todd Evans. 

There were 12 starters and 11 finish- 
ers. 

Because of the paucity of riders, the 
field was gridded three to a row, four 
rows deep, with Graef on the pole and 
Zampach at his side. That just about 
describes the rest of the race, though in 
reverse order. 

The Wisconsinites battled with each 
other from the start, Zampach the 
teacher, Graef the student. 

"Last couple of races I've been out 
with my friend Scott Zampach and he's 
like my personal trainer," Graef said. 
^He's obviously a very good teacher 
because I'm right up there and feeling 
real comfortable and got the idea of how 
to ride it real good." 

So good that he was able to take the 
lead late in the race, though it was most- 
ly due to the aforementioned counting

mistake. Zampach knew when the time 
was right to make the move and he did. 
"I made sure I wasn't the guy leading 
out of turn 14 out of the last lap," Zam- 
pach said. "I tried it in the heat race and 
I knew that our bikes are so equal and 
we're so evenly matched that it's a draft- 
ing war. And the drafting on those bikes, 
you can't explain it. It's not like any bike 
I've ever ridden, because of no fairing or 
aerodynamic assistance. Even though 
we're not going 170, the draft is four 
times as effective as on a superbike. So to 
learn to play that draft and work it, like 
Billy was saying to me, 'I would be right 
on you and I'd try to draft and I'd get 
next to you and I couldn't go anywhere.

Tilley's Harley-Davidson's Scott Zampach had 
to scratch from the Superbike race after recur- 
ting problems with the oil pump on his VR1000.

SUZUKA, JAPAN, JULY 30 
ast year, quibblers might have 
called the RC45 victory at 
Suzuka a fluke; all during the 
Superbike season, Aaron 
Slight and Doug Polen had 
been running behind their first interna- 
tional victory, and even after the sur- 
prising result at Suzuka, things did not 
really get any better for the Honda boys. 
This year, things are different. Aaron 
Slight booked the first World Superbike 
victory a couple of months ago, and at 
Suzuka the Honda opposition got a 
beating they will not soon forget. Two 
out of the four official HRC teams lead 
the way from start to finish in a race run 
under the usual tropical-weather condi- 
tions, and one where very few factory 
bikes retired. ; 
Injuries following a high-speed crash 


on Saturday morning did not stop Slight 
from notching his third Suzuka victory 
in a row, ensuring him and teammate 
Tadayuki Okada a very special place in 
the Honda racing annals. Honda team- 
mates Shinichi Itoh and Satoshi Tsuji- 
moto took second after having battled it 
out with the #11 bike for most of the 
race. Third place went to the Kawasaki 
duo of Akira Yanagawa and Katsuaki 
Fujiwara, followed closely by the two 
factory Yamahas and the factory Suzuki 
of Merkel and Goddard. Some other 
official riders failed to finish in the top 
three after crashes in the first hours of 
racing. 

Right from the start, Honda seemed 
determined to guide at least a handful 
of RC45s into the top-10 positions. In the 
first couple of laps, the field was headed 
by the three Hondas in the official colors 
and by the technically identical bike of 
the Cup Noodle team with Mike Hale 
and his Japanese teammate Takuma

Aoki. The factory Yamahas and 
Kawasakis also stayed within striking 
distance in the first few laps. 

During the first hour, though, some 
of the leading men got their first taste of 
bad luck. First, Shinya Takeishi crashed 
one of the official HRC bikes. Then Kei- 
ichi Kitagawa, teammate of pole-sitter 
Anthony Gobert, did the same with his 
Kawasaki. As a result of their off-road 
excursions, both teams lost their chances 
to finish in the top five. 

Things really looked bad for the 
Lucky Strike Kawasaki with Gobert and 
Kitagawa dropping all the way back to 
57th place. After one hour of racing - 
when most teams started to pit - the 
Aoki/Hale duo took over command for 
a short while, followed by Slight/ 
Okada, Itoh/Tsujimoto, Yanagawa/ 
Fujiwara (aboard the second Kawasaki), 
and the Yamahas of Fujiwara/ 
Yoshikawa and Nagai/Edwards. 

The first rider change did not temper

the enthusiasm of several top riders. 
Kagayama went down (together with 
Honda rider Osaka) and lost a lot of 
time bringing his bike back to the pit 
lane and waiting until his mechanics 
made the necessary repairs. 

Even more spectacular was Mike 
Hale's crash - the Texan having to dig 
his Honda from under the hay bales 
after his tumble. Fortunately Hale could 
continue his journey, albeit with some 
pain in his previously injured ribs. It 
would not be the end of the misery for 
this team: About an hour later, his team- 
mate Aoki did his share of dust-biting 
and the Honda team had to resume the 
battle in 51st place. 

After three hours, six teams were still 
on the same lap: The factory Honda of 














Slight/Okada was setting the pace, 
closely shadowed by the second RC45 of 
Itoh/Tsujimoto. Third place was for 
Kawasaki riders Yanagawa/Fujiwara, 
while the official Yamaha riders - Fuji- 
wara/Yoshikawa in fourth and 
Nagai/Edwards directly behind - had 
not left each other out of sight for one 
single minute. 

After Kagayama's crash, Fred Merkel 
and Peter Goddard defended the Suzuki 
colors brilliantly, holding sixth position. 
Mattioli and Mertens were 18th at that 
time, and the unfortunates, Gobert and 
Hale, were clawing their way back 


through the field from 29th and 51st 
position, respectively. 

The second half of the race was 
marked mainly by very strong come- 
backs by the two factory Kawasakis. 
Two hours before the end, Yanagawa 
and Fujiwara had set their sights on the 
third rostrum position, at the expense of 
Yamaha riders Fujiwara and Yoshikawa. 
Nagai and Edwards had also lost some 
‘ground, which promoted the Merkel/ 
Goddard pairing into the top five. 
Anthony Gobert, on the other Lucky 
Strike Kawasaki, was getting back into 
the top 15 after having overtaken Matti- 
oli and Mertens, who were running in 
17th place. 

During the last two hours, everyone 
seemed fairly satisfied with their posi- 
tions, and most of the teams started to 
back down a little in order to take their 
bikes to the finish. Only Anthony Gob- 
ert seemed to be a little bit too eager, 
crashing in the last hour, but losing no 
places in the end. 

At the finish, Slight and Okada took 
the victory in front of their teammates 
Itoh and Tsujimoto. "I had never expect- 
ed to finish on the rostrum," Slight said 
after his third consecutive victory in the 
Japanese classic. "When I was lying in 
the grass on Saturday morning, I 
thought the weekend was over for me. I 
was wondering if I was going to be able 
to race. I couldn't even walk on Satur- 
day, and had to sleep with ice on my 
ankle and two swollen hands. I could've 
kicked myself - we had done so much 
testing here and now I was going to 
throw it all away. Fortunately, Okada 
has done a great job; we owe this result 
mainly to him. I just tried to be consis- 
tent. The injuries cost me about one and 








a half seconds from my own best prac- 
tice times, and about one second com- 
pared to Okada's best times. I only start- 
ed to believe that I would make it till the 
end and that we might win the race after 
Tsujimoto had made some mistakes and 
I had been able to stretch the lead a little 
bit to some 40 seconds." 

In the final stages, Merkel and God- 
dard dropped back to sixth position 
after the two Yamahas made a success- 
ful final charge. 

Colin Edwards took his Yamaha to 
fifth after a very steady race. 

"In my first two turns I still strug- 
gled a bit," Edward said. "In the first 
hour the rear was too hard, which pre- 
vented me from doing the lap times I 
knew I was able to do. In the second 
hour a softer rear was used, but then I 
lost a wheel weight on the front, which 
made the bike feel a little bit unstable. 
The third hour we all got it right, and 
in the fourth hour I settled down, as 
there was no chance to catch Fuji- 
wara." 

Gobert and Kitigawa finished 13th 
despite the minor crash by Gobert in the 
last hour. "A shame we lost all our 
chances in the gravel pit," the young 
Australian said. "We had had a front- 
end chatter problem during the whole 
weekend, and I crashed trying to make 
up positions. At the start, I wanted to 
win really bad, especially after the pole 
position I had set on Saturday. I knew 
that it was going to be very difficult to 
beat the Hondas, which are on familiar 
ground here. Racing here was quite an 
experience, but you have to be very 
careful. There are several slow riders, 
which makes things quite dangerous." 
The fact that he was the youngest rider

Simon Crafar. Terry Rymer will 
have the (slightly kitted) RC45 of the 
British national Honda Castrol team 
at his disposal. "I can't find any more 
motivation to continue with the old 
Ducatí 888 of the Red Devils team," 
the Londoner said. “The RC45 is 
only slightly better, but at least this 
ride might open some new perspec- 
tives for next year. Brands Hatch will 
very probably be the last WSC round 
| will do-this year. The rest of the 
season will be taken up by the 
remaining rounds of the British 
national championship." 


Factory riders not only have an extra edge on 
the track and.in the pits; they even get some- 
thing extra in the “resting room" where they 
spend their time in between their two turns. 
Non-factory people such as the experienced

And what about next year for Muzzy Kawasa- 
ki? Team owner Rob Muzzy once again con- 
firmed that he intended to do the World 
Superbike Championship, preferably with 
Anthony Gobert.. "Our first priority in this 
respect is to keep. Anthony with the team," 
Muzzy explained. “And after our-first contacts 
l am quite optimistic that we will continue our 
collaboration. Up to now, it is unknown who 
will be the other rider on the team, but we 
want to enter two riders in the championship 
again." 


A different rider will not be the only new ele- 
ment in the official Kawasaki team for 1996. 
Kawasaki will also launch the successor to 
the ZXR750R at the end of the year. The 
bike - basically an update of the current 
model - will once again be an in-line 750cc 
four-cylinder, with flat-slide carburetors, and 
with modifications carried out on the engine 
(better acceleration) and chassis (better han- 
dling).

t the first few rounds of the 
A AMA/NATC National Champi- 
onship Trials Series, a quick look 
through the pits revealed nothing out of 
the ordinary. All of the machines cam- 
paigned in the Championship class were 
the latest and trickest available, and the 
majority of the motorcycles ridden in the 
support classes were similar. Spanish 
Gas Gas bikes were the most common, 
followed closely by Italian-built Betas, 
then a few Spanish Montesas and Italian 
Fantics. And of course, there were a few 
diehards who refused to give up their 
trusty old (rusty old?) Yamaha TY350s. 
But one bike differed from the rest. 
Among the sea of red, blue, black and 
white bikes was a bright lime-green, 
purple and white machine that stood 
out like a sore thumb. Compared to the 
common Spanish and Italian offerings, 
the peculiar-looking bike was quite an 
eye-catcher. 
Hand-built in Nimes, a small town in 


southern France, the Scorpa Works 295 
ridden by High School Championship 
contender Jonah Leon was the sole 
French entry and drew stares wherever it 
went. Imported into the United States by 
the Tryals Shop, the Scorpa is in its sec- 
ond full year of production and is sur- 
prisingly up-to-par with the offerings 
from the more-experienced factories. 
Prototypes of the machine first began 
to appear in late 1992, and the factory 
riders Bruno Camozzi and Graham Jarvis 
piloted the machines to respectable fin- 
ishes in the ‘94 World Championship Tri- 
als Series. Stateside, Raymond Peters fin- 
ished third overall in the '94 National 
Championship Trials Series aboard a 
Scorpa. This year, Leon is in contention 
for the High School class championship. 
So why isn't the Scorpa more popu- 
lar? To tell the truth, a lack of faith is 
most likely the answer. Though the bike 
has somewhat "proven" itself in the 
hands of capable riders, most enthusiasts 
are more likely to purchase one of the 
more common machines. Gas Gas bikes 
are known for their super powerband,

Betas for their high quality, Fantics for 
their ingenuity and Montesas for their 
reliability. But what is a Scorpa known 
for - being green? 


A CLOSER LOOK 


At the heart of the Works 295 is a sin- 
gle-cylinder, water-cooled two-stroke 
272cc Rotax engine. Though not purpose- 
built, the Austrian powerplant has been 
modified and set up specifically for trials 
use. Take one look at the huge right-side 


flywheel crankcase cover, and it's appar- 
ent that serious torque was the engineer's 
goal. The same Rotax engine is also used 
by other manufacturers - in different con- 
figurations, of course - for enduro and 
motocross bikes. Feeding a fuel/air mix- 
ture via reed-valve crankcase induction 
is a 26mm Dell'Orto carburetor, and 
expelling the spent exhaust fumes is a 
longer-for-’95 chrome-plated exhaust 
system - complete with a trick aluminum 
silencer. 
The clutch is cable-actuated. 


Cradling the motor is a steel perime- 
ter frame, which is painted white. This is 
perhaps the biggest difference between 
the Scorpa and most of its competitors, as 
the Gas Gas, Montesa and Betas all come 
with bare and/or polished alloy frames. 
As with all modern trials bikes, a heavy- 
duty aluminum skidplate comprises the 
bottom portion of the frame. A steel, 
banana-shaped swingarm rounds out the 
chassis. 

A familiar Boge shock and inverted 











Paioli forks handle the suspension duties, 
and equally customary AJP hubs, wheels 
and brakes round out the package. The 
green, plastic rear-fender and fuel-tank 
cover look like a combination between 
Gas Gas and Montesa styles, but the pur- 
ple radiator shrouds are Gas Gas all the 
way. Unlike any of its competition, the 
Scorpa actually has a thin pad where the 
seat should be. _ 


A RIDE ON THE WILD SIDE 
Firing up the Scorpa is quite easy, in 
spite of its left-side kickstarter. The steel 
arm looks identical to the one found on 
Betas (the other left-side starters), but is 
much easier to swing through its stroke. 
The Rotax is a rather cold-blooded pow-

erplant, and requires a few minutes of 
high idling with the choke actuated 
before it will run properly. 

In the motocross world, Rotax engines 
are known for being hard-hitting and 
sometimes unforgiving. In trials form, 
however, the engine is the complete 
opposite. Power starts down low and 
pulls steadily through the rpm range. 
The power is so linear that it seems as if 
the motor has no hit at all. While the Gas 
Gas JT25 is zippy and excitable, the Scor- 
pa more resembles the Montesa’s smooth 
personality. The bike performs best when 
ridden in the ideal gear - it doesn’t like to 
be ridden in a higher gear with the clutch 
slipping. 

And speaking of the clutch, though it 
doesn’t feature as dainty a pull as some 
of the hydraulic units we've tested, the 
cable-actuated system received rave 
reviews from all who rode the bike. Feel 
and modulation were excellent, though

somewhat different than that of a 
hydraulic unit. The gearbox never failed 
us, and missed shifts and false neutrals 
were never encountered. It was, howev- 
er, difficult to find neutral while the 
engine was running. 

In stock condition, the Paioli forks and 
Boge shock were set up a bit soft, but 
thanks to the wide range of adjustment 
were easily stiffened up to our liking. 
We're not sure, but we believe the forks 
to be identical to those found on the Beta 
Techno. Suspension action was just as it 
should be, and with the fork’s spring pre- 
load cranked down, the front end could 
be hopped from side to side with the 
same amount of effort required by other 
bikes. 

The brakes needed some time to break 
in, and after careful bleeding, delivered 
strong, predictable power. 

At 176 pounds the Works 295 is right 
in the ballpark with the other machines, 










but the bike has a largér feel than the 
rest. The Scorpa is visibly wider than Gas 
Gas, Beta and Fantic’s offerings, and is 
more similar to the Montesa in the girth 
and bulk department. The footpeg-to- 
handlebar relationship is comfortable, _ 
and the bike is well-balanced and easy to 
maneuver.

MUGELLO, ITALY, AUG. 2 
agiva’s in-line four-cylinder F4 
superbike took to the track for the 
first time on Wednesday, August 2, 
at Italy’s famed Mugello circuit. 
The motorcycle, destined to take 
the Varese manufacturer into World 
Superbike racing, emerged from the 
silence of the Tuscan hills with quite a 
high engine note - similar to that made 
by Kawasaki's ZXR. 

The shakedown laps, roughly eight, 
were run by Cagiva test rider Latini, 
before the bike was brought into the pits 
for a check-over by the Cagiva mechan- 
ics. 

In the afternoon, the F4 was handed 
over to Pier-Francesco Chili, one of 
Ducati's World Superbike riders and the 
man who had a one-off Grand Prix ride 
this year at Mugello on the Cagiva C594, 
on which he set the third-fastest qualify- 
ing time. 

^We have an excellent rapport with 
Pier-Francesco," explained Cagiva Tech- 
nical Director Riccardo Rosa. "We work 
well together, and for this reason we 





decided to let him do the shakedown 
runs on the Cagiva F4." 

Chili completed seven laps, immedi- 
ately getting into a rhythm, and setting 
a fast time of two minutes, six seconds. 
His time was considered quite good by 
the Cagiva staff, partly because he was 
using street tires and not racing slicks. 
In view of the fact that the only proto- 

which exists at the moment is a sort 
of hybrid between a road bike and a rac- 
ing bike, the time was not that far off 
the 750cc Sport Production (strictly pro- 
duction bikes) lap record of 2:03.054 set 
last month by Roberto Teneggi on a 
Ducat 916. The Superbike lap record 
belongs to Scott Russell (Kawasaki) at 
1:56.305, set last September at the San 
Marino round of the World Superbike 
Championship. 

“I didn't think the bike was at such a 
good level," Chili said. "Obviously, it 
can't be compared with my Superbike 
Ducati 916, but the bike has certainly 
started off well. I was impressed with its 
chassis stability, a sign that the weight 
distribution and general feeling of the 
bike are right." 


To speed up production time, Cagiva 





engineers fitted the bike with a few parts 
from the C594 GP machine, the bike that 
was retired at the end of last season, but 
which will be back on the track with 
Chili again at the Imola Grand Prix des 
Nations round on September 3. The fair- 
ing, seat and tail section have all been 
taken from the Grand Prix bike, 
although the definitive shape, currently 
being studied at the Cagiva research cen- 
ter in San Marino under the watchful eye 
of Massimo Tamburini, will have a lot in 
common with the C594. The chassis seen 
at Mugello will probably be the final ver- 
sion; likewise with engine location and 
weight distribution. 

The engine is a forward-inclined, liq- 
uid-cooled, in-line, four-cylinder. The 
cylinder head features two cams and 
four-valves-per-cylinder. The chassis 
features a twin-spar aluminum frame 
with a single-shock rear design. 

In designing the chassis, Cagiva 
made use of the experience they have 
gained throughout their years of 500cc 
Grand Prix racing involvement. 

"It doesn't matter whether it's a 
500cc GP bike or a Superbike, the 
requirements are the same," said Rosa. 





The Cagiva F4 Superbike made its first 
public appearance at the Mugello Circuit 
in Italy. The bike was ridden by a test rider 
and by Ducati World Superbike regular 
Pier-Francesco Chili. 





Unlike its four-cylinder, in-line, 
Japanese rivals, the Cagiva has a small 
side profile. 

“We used the same fairing as the 
C594, which had the smallest front in its 
category,” said Rosa. “And this is a 
source of pride for us.” 

Cagiva has been keeping quiet about 
engine figures, but Rosa did reveal that 
the bike ridden at Mugello weighed 409 
pounds; the racing version will clearly 
be brought down to the 352-pound 
superbike limit. In its present state, the 
engine red-lines at around 12,000 rpm, 
but the definitive version should go to 
14,000 rpm and have a power output of 
160 horsepower. 

The test at the Mugello circuit was 
held “behind closed doors,” but we 
managed to get a sneak look (we were 
not allowed to shoot photographs) at 
the four-cylinder engine. The most inter- 





esting feature is the small, triangular 
radiator attached to the lowest part of 
the engine, similar to the one on the 
Cagiva C594. 

The F4 750 will have two radiators; 
one located in the traditional place but 
physically smaller, to reduce the front 
profile, and the other positioned lower. 
There is also an intercooler that allows 
water and oil to be cooled at the same 
time. 

On the second day of the test, Latini 
continued to test in place of Chili, who 
was at Brands Hatch in England for the 
eighth round of the World Superbike 
Championship. Latini did a series of 
four laps, interspersed with lengthy pit 
stops during which the engineers ana- 
lyzed data. 

In only a few weeks time a second 
bike, closer to finished race version, will 
be ready for testing. Testing will resume 
at the end of September and will contin- 
ue throughout the winter. 

Cagiva's intention is to build the 200 
motorcycles required by regulations by 
the deadline for homologation (May 1, 
1996), so that the bike can make its 
debut in the final rounds of the 1996 
World Superbike Championship. 

However, Cagiva is also considering 
debuting the bike in the Daytona 200 in 
March, taking advantage of AMA regu- 
lations which would allow participation 
with only seven existing products. The 
third possibility is that the bike will be 
raced in the World Endurance category, 
but in that series 200 motorcycles are 
also required for homologation. 

"March is getting close and we're not 
sure things will be ready for Daytona, 
which is a very prestigious race," 
explained Rosa. "We don't want to do 
things badly with a bike that is not 
ready. When we race, we do it to win 





and we want to do well against all the 
manufacturers in superbike - especially 
Ducati." 

Although both Cagiva and Ducati 
belong to the Castiglioni brothers, they 
presently work with two separate tech- 
nical staffs, coordinated by Rosa, the 
group's technical director. The develop- 
ment of the engine, commissioned by 
Ferrari Engineering in 1990, was done in 
Ducati's Bologna factory until June of 
last year, when Cagiva decided to aban- 
don the 500cc category in favor of super- 
bikes and all materials were transferred 
to Varese. Chief engineer Andrea Goggi 
worked alongside Rosa when they pre- 
pared the 500cc V-four GP bike, and he 
is responsible for the development of 
the engine. 

“Our engineers are young, but highly 
motivated," said Rosa. "And although 
they are from the two-stroke world, they 
are rapidly acquiring the necessary 
experience with four-strokes. I myself, 
in the past, also worked for a number of 
years in the study of high-performance 
four-stroke engines." 

The 39-year-old Rosa has worked for 
Alfa Romeo and Ferrari (specifically on 
the F355 project), and for the Fondmetal 
Formula One team. 

Cagiva's commercial program also 
includes the production of an F4 750 as a 
road-going superbike, similar to the 
Ducati 916. At the end of 1996 there will 
be a 900cc version, less sport-oriented 
than the750cc version, despite the high- 
er engine capacity and increased power. 

The original engine was developed 
for a Gran Turismo bike, but Cagiva 
Group President Claudio Castiglioni's 
desire to enter into superbike racing 
forced the engineers to redesign the pro- 
ject to increase power. 

"The 500cc GP was a great chal- 








lenge," said Castiglioni. "But it doesn't 
help sell bikes." 

In the last few months, Cagiva's engi- 
neers have modified the engine sump 
and the cylinders of the F4. The engine 
has been designed with respect for the 
anti-pollution restrictions which will 
become increasingly rigid in many 
countries within the next few years. 

“For this reason," said Rosa. "We 
think the F4 bike is a bike which has 
been designed for the year 2000." 

The F4 denomination brings to mind 
the fact that Ferrari and Cagiva have a 
technical collaboration and partnership 
agreement with Ferrari Engineering, 
something which came about due to the 
friendship between the Castiglioni 
brothers and Piero Ferrari, the son of 
Enzo, who founded the Prancing Horse 
factory. 

"The links with Ferrari make us very 
proud, “ said Rosa. "But we're con- 
vinced that Cagiva can live on its own 
name and that the F4 will be successful 
both in the market and on the track, not 
just because it's the result of collabora- 
tion with such a prestigious manufac- 
turer." €N

Pl allon Vohland suffered a bitter- 
sweet July as he registered his 
maiden MX GP victory at the 

Venezuelan 250 GP, but then two weeks 

later saw his final hopes of the title effec- 

tively disappear with a second moto 

DNF at the Polish GP, the 12th of 15 

rounds in the World Motocross Series. 

The Californian now trails JHK 
Kawasaki teammate Stefan Everts by 52 
points with just two rounds left on the 
circuit. 

Everts, though, is coming under 
renewed attack from fellow Belgian 
Marnicq Bervoets. 

While the series leader went 4-3-3-3 
through the July motos, the lone John- 
son Bieffe Suzuki teamster won three 
motos out of four on sandy terrain in 
hot conditions and has narrowed the 
gap on the pacesetter to 26. 

While Everts proved consistent 
through the month, Bervoets started 
with an eight-second win ahead of Voh- 
land in Venezuela but lost all chance of 
an unbeaten month when his motor 
started to sputter due to a vacuum 
buildup in the tank in race two. He sal- 
vaged fifth in the moto. 

Vohland, meanwhile, had chased 
Peter Beirer for most of the moto, but 
was quick to pounce when the German 
Honda rider jumped off the track. From 








that moment, the moto win and, with it, 
the overall were never in doubt. 

Kurt Nicoll, fourth in the champi- 
onship, saw his title hopes wrecked in 
race one when the factory Honda came 
to a halt, battered by the low-grade local 


. gas which the team had elected to use. 


Nicoll got a fifth in race two, but team- 
mate Jaimy Scevenels was eliminated 
each time. Yves Demaria's much-herald- 
ed comeback brought little joy, and he 
had to quit after just 15 minutes of the 
first moto, due to pain in the leg he had 
broken in Italy. Demaria did not ride in 
Poland. 

Bervoets took a double win at Gdy- 
nia with Everts twice third, as Vohland's 
challenge wilted. 

Sixth in the opener after a poor start, 
Tallon fought his way through to third 
after another poor gate in race two, only 
to be pit-boarded to let teammate Everts 
pass him back as Kawasaki decided to 
put all of their title hopes in one basket. 

Vohland obeyed, but then lost con- 
centration and crashed, sustaining a 
shoulder injury which put him out of 
the moto but will not prevent him riding 
the remainder of the series. 

The Polish race was the cutoff for free 
travel to the Japanese GP and the deci- 
sion of Paul Cooper's sponsors, the 
British So-Cal Leisure Clothing distribu- 
tors, to finance his trip to Venezuela, 
paid off as the South African leapt to 








Tallon Vohland recorded his first GP MX 
victory in Venezuala but a DNF in Poland 
two weeks later hurt his chance for the 
250cc title.

Only fellow Frenchman Frederic 
Vialle, second in moto one, could stay 
anywhere near Totrelli on the super- 
cross-style track at Yogyakarta, as a 
massive crowd witnessed the first Asian 
motocross GP outside Japan. 

The win secured the championship 
bronze medal for Tortelli as the title 
struggle between Alessio Chiodi and 
Alessandro Puzar became even more 
intense. 

Chiodi, the man on form at recent 
rounds, took over the championship 
lead but he tensed up and could only 
manage 6-5 moto finishes. 

Puzar, who had thrown away a 50- 
point lead at the two previous rounds, 
had DNFed the first moto to surrender 
the lead in the standings but fought back 
to narrow the gap back to two points 
with a hard-fought third in race two. 

Sole American Jimmy Button, no 
stranger to the tracks in Southeast Asia, 
was third in the opening moto but did 
not finish race two. He must now fight 
off Frenchman Mikael Mashio and Ital- 
ian Claudio Federici at the series finale 
in Germany if he is to secure the num- 
ber-four plate for 1996. €N

HAYDENVILLE, OH, JULY 29 
teve Dresser of the Pro 
USA Hillclimb Team set 
the pace early in the 800cc 
lass, needing just one run 
o take the victory in his 
first event aboard his new 
machine at the only pro night hill- 
climb of the season - Greasy Ridge. 
Dresser now leads the points race 
over Lou Gerencer, 82-74. 

In the 540cc class, Rick Soter III 
continued his winning ways, securing 
win number three this season with 
one run. Soter III has closed the gap 
on class leader Paul Pinsonnault to a 
single point, 86-85. 


The fourth annual event at Greasy 
Ridge was the stage for round six of 
the AMA National Pro Hillclimb 
series. The annual night hillclimb, 
sponsored by Drew Wolfe of Action 
Sports Racing, is an exciting race for 
riders and spectators alike as the steep 
face of the first 140 feet provides an 
excellent run to get a lot of air, then 
drops away. The course continues 
with a kicker peaking at the 165-foot 
mark to give riders a little bump, and 
ends with an adequate shut-down 
area with the lights at the 220-foot 
mark. 

Scott McNeely of the 540cc class 
got the event under way, as the 
Honda rider prepared to climb the 
Greasy Ridge Hill. West Virginian 
centerlined his way to the lights, 
clocking a 5.0883-second blast. 
McNeely's second ride proved slower 
at 6.001, so he would have to rely on 
his first run - good enough for third 
place on the day. 

"The first ride felt really good," 


McNeely said. "I was nervous about 
running first tonight. The second run 
felt really strong out of the box, but 
the hill had gotten rutted out and I 
couldn't keep the throttle on." 

Paul Pinsonnault of Ludlow, Mass- 
achusetts, put his Honda onto the hill 
in a sputter as his carburetor came off, 
managing to travel only 20 feet. Pin- 
sonnault's return proved more effec- 
tive with a long launch off the jump, 
staying airborne for a good 25 feet up 
the hill. He stopped the clock with a 
reading of 4.996 seconds to secure sec- 
ond place. 

“I didn't have the carburetor clamp 
tightened so it popped off," lamented 
Pinsonnault. “On the second ride we 
had a pretty good groove up the hill.

The landing was smooth...the 
smoother the better. So it was fun.” 

The battle for the season’s top hon- 
ors heated up as Rick Soter III put 
together the fastest ride of the day. 
The Maryland rider ran straight up 
the middle, landed centered, and 
rocked the clock with a 4.9189 on his 
only climb. It was his third win of the 
season and Soter III now trails Pinson- 
nault by only a single point. 

“I knew it was a good ride when I 
got to the top," the BSA rider said. "I 
was just hoping I wouldn't get beat all 
day - I was sweatin', waiting to get 
beat, but it turned out for the best and 
I got it." 

Action in the 800cc class got started 
with Rodney Smith aboard his Yama- 
ha twin. Smith managed to squeeze 
off a 6.1616-second ride his first time 
out, and later returned to clock a 
6.1277 to log fifth for his evening's 
efforts. 

Glendal Petty Jr. fired his big, 
thundering Harley-Davidson on to the 
Ridge, getting air off the jump, and 
clocked a respectable 5.7286. Round 
two proved faster as he shot straight 
through the lights after a long aerial 
flight off the jump to get a time of 
4.7925. Putting a third-place in his 
pocketbook, Petty stated: "The ride 
felt real smooth, straight and right up 
the middle." 

Steve Dresser stepped forward for 
the USA Pro Team and put one ride in 
on the shale-faced hill to secure his 
first career win. It was, in a sense, a 
double victory for the New Yorker, as 
he broke his foot at this event last year 
and was somewhat apprehensive 
when he arrived. 

"The ride didn't feel as fast as it 
was," an elated Dresser said. "I 
thought it was in the five-second 
bracket as I came back down, but had 
no idea it was that fast (4.4657)." 

Rodney Williams put his nitro- 
burning Harley against the starting 
log, slammed the throttle open in a 
not-holds-barred ride to produced a 
5.3673-second time. Returning in 
round two, Williams had a plagued 
ride as he came off the pegs, but still 
improved his time to 4.7144 and 
fourth place. Williams, hungry for a 
top finish stayed on the throttle as he 
flat-tracked his way through the 
lights. Once he put his injured foot on 
ice, Williams recalled the mechanical 
problem: "The rear wheel kicked out 
to the right as I came off the top," 
Williams recalled. ^We broke the slack 
adjuster and twisted the back wheel 
around and I had to put my foot down 
just to get through the lights." eN

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Schneider tops Tioga MX

Fairway Honda's John Schneider was the big 
winner at round four of the Northeast Classic 
Motocross Championship held at Broome Tioga 
Sports Center in Whitney Point, New York, top- 
ping both the 125cc and 250cc Amateur classes.

Jeff Willoh and Kyle Lewis each used perfect 1-1 
scores to top the 125cc and 250cc Pro classes 
respectively during the third round of Full 
Blown Promotion’s Hot Supercross Nights 
Series at the Antelope Valley Fairgrounds. 

Shaun Perolio won the drag race down the 
starting straight to lead Willoh, D.J. Sweany and 
David Evilsizer in the first 125cc Pro moto. 
Willoh got around Perolio on the opening lap 
and quickly pulled out a five-second lead. Pero- 
lio spent the entire moto slowly reeling Willoh 
back in, but had to settle for second place at the 
checkers. 

Moto two was all Willoh’s, as the Team 
Green/I Ain't Scared Racing/O Neal/ FMF- 
backed speedster went wire to wire for the vic- 
tory. Perolio picked up second-place cash. 

The first 250cc Pro moto saw Lewis waste little 
time in getting around fast-starter Larry Brooks. 
Lewis looked smooth as he slowly distanced him- 
self from the others to take the win. The race-long 
battle for second went all the way to the wire with 
Brooks holding off Perolio and Sulek.

Oxford recovered from 
the shock of Roberts' pass and didn't drop off 
the pace, but Roberts was on a mission as he 
launched his attack on Sheafer's lead and pulled 
clear of Oxford. 

Roberts lost time after encountering lapped 
traffic, allowing Oxford an opportunity to close 
in but not to pass. Roberts closed within sight of 
Sheafer who also was slowed by lapped traffic, 
but Sheafer pulled away and again put a com- 
fortable cushion between himself and Roberts. 
Sheafer claimed the checkered flag in his second 
trip to the top of the victory podium, Roberts 
took a second-place finish and Oxford wrapped 
up third. Jon Edwards and Mark Cozzens 
rounded out fourth and fifth place respectively.

Just heartbeats away from the front-runners 
were Paul Currie of Team Green, Adam 
Humphrey from Georgia, and Cernic's/Tec- 
nosel-backed Billy Liles. Suzuki of Gastonia's 
Jim Chester had been in the thick of things, but 
an early fall left him clawing his way to a mid- 
pack finish. 

The second moto was Walker's turn to grab 
the holeshot from Manly, with Currie, Chester 
and David Dishman following. When the race 
threatened to become routine, Liles livened it up 
with a spectacular first-turn crash, raising a dust 
cloud of impressive proportion. As Walker, 
Manly and Currie battled for the top positions, 
the indomitable Liles remounted in last place 
and furiously fought his way to fifth. Just as he 
seemed poised to steal fourth from Chester, 
Liles took another tumble and his chance.to 
catch Chester evaporated like water off the sun- 
baked track.

o far this year, it hasn't been easy to 
know how to react to Luca Cadalo- 
ra. 

Any triple World Champion (once 
125cc, twice 250cc) clearly should com- 
mand respect. But his petulant perfor- 
mance on the troubled Team Marlboro 
Roberts Yamahas has complicated mat- 
ters considerably. 

It's all about his dislike of Dunlop 
tires, and insistence that the team switch 
to Michelins forthwith. This began at the 
second race, but has been thwarted on 
all sides ever since. His response 
was to sulk, which in racing terms _ 
means riding without enthusiasm, 
then often as not pitting an other- 
wise healthy motorcycle rather 
than take big-time risks for small- 
time rewards. 

All the while, teammate Nori- 
fumi Abe has had his head down, 
racing as hard as he can while 

lso learning the bike and a whole 
set of new tracks. When he has 
fallen off (only twice in the first 
eight races) he's immediately 
remounted and tried to carry on. 
In other words, he's behaved just 
like a real racer. 

So where does this leave Luca? 
Do we respect him for having the 


weaknesses? Is he being brave or 
feeble? 

Methinks he will gain more 
sympathy if he continues with 
what at Le Mans seemed a revival 
of spirit. There he claimed his 
third second place of the year, 
fending off a determined if injured 
Daryl Beattie for full race distance. 
When the rear tire had started to slide, 
he let it slide and kept the gas open. 
“I’ve never been able to do that before. 
Today must be a special day," he said 
afterwards, with an almost shy smile. 

What exactly led to this revival, and 
indeed the slump before it? 

Tires; but they are just part of it. In a 
second near-disastrous year for the for- 
merly dominant Team Roberts, the dis- 
integration of confidence has kept on

IN THE PADDOCK 


Dunlop's financial contribution to the 
most expensive team in the paddock 
goes significantly beyond footing the 
test-team bill. And Kenny Roberts has 
plenty of outgoings. His team seems to 
include a fair proportion of the popula- 
tion of his native Modesto, among many 
others. Kenny loves hiring people, but is 
believed to have fired only two people 
in the past decade. 

The next problem was the worst - 
Rainey's catastrophic crash in 1993. 
After that, the heart went out of the 

team to such an extent that it 
probably rebounded on tire 
development too. Certainly Luca 
was complaining of the infidelity 
of the front wheel last year, even 
while adding two race wins to his 
first of the previous season. 

When the same problems con- 
tinued into 1995, at least Dunlop 
had a reason. The Han-Shin 
earthquake in January had flat- 
tened their Kobe factory. This 
hadn't introduced new problems. 
Indeed, the troublesome fronts 
came from the British plant at 
Fort Dunlop outside Birmingham. 
But the widescale disruption to 
the company helped explain why 
they hadn't been able to fix the 
old ones in time. : 

Luca didn't buy it. After crash- 
ing through losing the front in 
Australia, he toured ignominious- 
ly into the pits in Malaysia, where 
the first of several angry con- 
frontations with Roberts is under- 
stood to have taken place. 

It was now that Luca 
embarked on his campaign to get 
the team to switch to Michelins. 

This took several levels. One was 
through the Italian Press. Luca made his 
feelings very clear, and even after the 
third race it took only a little of a head- 
line-writer's imagination to come up 
with: “Get Michelins or I Quit". 

Roberts had already approached the 
French tire people, who in turn can- 
vassed their contracted runners Suzuki 
and Honda for a reaction. No way, came 
the response. Thus they told Roberts the 
best he could do was to buy production 
tires, like any private team. It is a mea- 
sure of the need to try to help Cadalora

New Japan-made 
tires were by now already available 
from Dunlop's newly built factory at 
Nagoya (an impressive achievement, 
with bike tires taking precedence over 
car-racing tires), but Luca eschewed 
them in favor of touring around looking 
glum. In the race, new boy Scott Russell 
overtook him, and said, "He was riding 
like he was on vacation", and only the 
threat of being overtaken by top priva- 
teer Bernard Garcia in the closing laps 
inspired him to take up a semblance of 
racing speed again. 

This was just what the public saw. 
The real crisis had taken place at dinner 


` before the meeting began. Roberts 


finally lost his cool, it is reported, and 
had a shouting face-to-face fight, 
threatening Luca: 
ting on a straw bale for the rest of the 
year." 

, After the race, a dismal Luca blamed 
“my head” for the result, and comment- 
ed to the Italian newspapers, "Kenny 
Roberts cares more about Dunlop's 
money than he does about winning." 
Again there were widespread predic- 
tions that the pair would not finish the 
year together. 

The mood remained distant at Assen, 
where Roberts, asked if indeed he was 
planning to sack the Italian, said, "It 
depends which hour you ask me." 

Then the tension finally broke at Le 
Mans. It was as though Luca suddenly 
accepted that his campaign for Miche- 
lins had failed, and with rumors of a 
Marlboro-Honda-Pileri 500 ride for next 
year it also seemed he'd decided at last 
to follow Roberts' constant exhortations 
to "ride what we have." As Kenny said 
later, “We always knew Luca could ride 
it.
